The  Eagle  Thinly-clads  opened  the  1951  season  against  Howe  MiUtary  and  were 
defeated  by  a  63-46  score.  In  their  second  meet  of  the  season  the  Eagles  fared  a  little 
better  as  they  defeated  Shipshewana  by  a  lopsided  69-31  tally.  Waterloo  was  Fremont's 
next  victim  to  the  tune  of  78-37.  Auburn  displayed  its  prowess  over  the  Eagles  by 
a  79-37  at  Carr  Field,  where  the  County  Tourney  was  to  be  held  later  that  year.  Or- 
land  was  next  on  the  Thinley  clads  list  of  victims  as  Oyler  set  a  new  school  440  record 
with  a  run  of  56.2  time,  and  the  Eagles  went  home  with  a  79-3  8  win.  In  the  final  re- 
gular meet  of  the  season  Butler  won  over  the  Eagles  60-49.  The  Thinly  Clads  ended 
the  regular  season  with  a  3  won  and  3  lost  record.  The  County  Tourney  held  at  Carr 
Field  at  Auburn,  with  Hamilton  the  defending  champions.  The  Eagles  won  first  in  all 
running  events,  both  hurdle  races,  and  the  pole  vault  to  win  the  meet  and  become  new 
county  champs.
